Selectman Cain 
blasts MBTA

WILMINGTON - According to 
Selectman Chairman Robert 
Cain, this is not the way that 
democracy is supposed to work. 

Last month, the Board of 
Selectmen let Kevin Sullivan, the 
Secretary and Chairman of the 
Massachusetts Bay 
Transportation Authority, know 
that the Town of Wilmington had 
officially withdrawn its support 
for the proposed, 220-space com- 
muter rail parking lot at the 
intersection of Routes 62 and 38. 
The board has chosen not to favor 
the construction of the facility 
because of disagreements it had 
with the MBTA over traffic con- 
cerns addressed by the town’s 
representative, Fay, Spofford & 
Thorndike, 

In a letter sent to Cain on 
January 31, 2000, Sullivan stated 
that he was “disappointed” when 
he learned that the Board of 
Selectmen withdrew its support 
for the project. 

Much to 


Cain’s chagrin, 


Sullivan concluded his letter by 
assuring Cain that the MBTA pro- 
ject will continue to move for- 
ward. He expressed hopes that as 
the project progresses, it will 
once again have the support of 
the community. 

“The Town does not support 
the project,” Cain reminded 
Sullivan in an rtive February 
9 letter. “Given this fact, why do 
you write that ‘the project contin- 
ues to move forward , . ’?” 

Such a_ statement from 
Sullivan runs contrary to what 
Cain had understood about the 
situation all along. Since the 
MBTA no longer had the Town’s 
support, Cain and the Board con- 
sidered the commuter rail project 
to be terminated. 

“Your agency has given lip 
service to town officials and 
ignored community sentiment, 
choosing instead to respond to the 
lobbying of local legislators who 
do not represent the official posi- 
tion adopted by this community,”

not fluoridate water

WILMINGTON Wilmington’s Board of Health, on a 2 to 1 vote 
Tuesday evening, vetoed the proposal to fluoridate the water. 
Health Director Gregory Erickson prepared a report outlining his 
investigation of the three main categories regarding the fluoride 
issue; first, is it safe, second, is it effective, and third, is it right for 


“The two members who voted against it voted for their own rea- 
sons,” Erickson said. “But, we were in agreement.” Erickson based 
his report on government documents, research papers, personal 
communications, personal interviews, a related seminar, and two 


Board of Health hearings. 


Erickson said that he was concerned about the safety factors. He 
indicated that there were inconsistencies in the procedure that the 
Environmental Protection Agency used to raise the Maximum 
Contaminant Level of fluoride and it was basically in violation of the 


EPA's own Code of Ethics. 


“The scientists are not only unanimously opposed to it, they have 
also tried to get the administration to recognize the dangers of it,” 


Erickson said. 


He said that factually, fluoride causes fluorosis (chronic fluorine 
poisoning) of the teeth. He said that the U.S. Public Health Service,

Olin & contamination found in

WILMINGTON According to 
town officials, there is a correla- 
tion between Olin Corporation 
and the water contaminates of 
sulfates, chlorates, ammonia and 
sodium in the town’s water, but 
Olin and the town are working 
together to eliminate the prob- 
lem.

WILMINGTON - A budget pr 
posal for the Wilmington Publ.

Geraldine O'Donnell to the Schoo!

February 9. 

The figure of $20 million that 
was presented by O'Donnell wa. 
based on the appropriations spec 
ified in the town budget that Town 
Manager Michael Caira submit 
ted to the Board of Selectmen at 
their meeting on January 24. The 
total of the proposed school bud 
get complies with the spending 
levels outlined in the Education 
Reform Act of 1993. 

The recommendation of $20 
million is an increase of $1,617,700 
over last year's fiscal budget, a 
sum signaling an 8.8% inc’ e 

“I continue to appreciate the 
ongoing support of our Town 
Manager to improving the quality 
of public education in 
Wilmington,” said O'Donnell. “It 
is truly gratifying to hear our 
Town Manager commit to 
strengthening our educational 
program with richer curricula 
expanded opportunities, and cre 
ative new ways to teach and 
learn.” 

Bradford Jackson, the Director 
of Administration and Finance. 
developed the budget through a 
process approved by the School 
Committee. He has organized the 
budget into three components: 

(1) Fixed Costs, which are 
ongoing expenses needed to main- 
tain a number of already recur 
ring contracted services; 

(2) Site-Based Management 
Funds, which are funds allocated 
to various programs to maintain 
on-site programs; 

(3) New Initiatives, which 
cover new expenditures for staff 
goods, and services not previous. 
ly funded in the school depart 
ment budget. 

Given these categories, the 
proposed $20 million budget would 
break down in the following man 
ner: $14,627,432 for the salaries of 
existing staff; $4,054,009 for 
Remaining Fixed Costs; $200,000 
for Site-Based Management 
Funds; and $1,118,559 for the New 
Initiatives. 

The budget reflects a number 
of requests and ideas. Among 
them: 

¢ Existing Staff. The monies 
allotted throughout this portion of 
the proposed budget include the 
contractual increases in salaries 
that were ratified prior to 
February, 2000. The budget pro 
posal also assumes that current 
grant funding will continue 
Factors within this category also 
take into account the costs of all 
Early Retirement incentives, as 
well as the elimination of posi 
tions that are designed to miti 
gate large sizes of elementary 
school classes. 

* New positions. Throughout 
the entire school system, the bud 
get requests additional funding 
for technological support, six new 
Elementary School teachers, and 
one new Kindergarten teacher 
and an aide. 

At the Wilmington High 
School, an English teacher, an Art 
teacher, and a Drama/Vocal 
Music teacher are needed.

Disciplining your child 


We all have our own ideas when 
it comes to directing and disciplin- 
ing our children. When and how to 
discipline can become a full time 
job. It can also be wasted time 
when you're not getting results. 
Some parents are blessed in being 
able to control and direct their chil- 
dren successfully. There are many 
reasons for the success and fail- 
ures. The parents’ temperament, 
attitude, and knowledge all play a 
part in achieving success. When I 
speak of knowledge I refer to know- 
ing your child and how he thinks. 
We may have to go back in our lives 
to recover our own childhood 
thoughts. Whenever in doubt, ask 
yourself: How did I feel when my 
parents would say or do certain 
things? Example: a mother who 
constantly corrected her son in the 
presence of his friends was asked to 
relive her thoughts and feelings 
when her parents did the same to 
her. She pondered a while and 
stated: “O my God, I can’t believe 
I'm doing the same demeaning ac- 
tions that were done to me.” This 
happens quite often. We pass on 
some of the most dreaded offenses 
of our parents to our own children. 
Before you punish your child, be 
sure you're not causing the prob- 
lem by draining his dignity. 

We must be honest with our 
evaluation of our children if we are 
tobe effective. Many parents are in 
denial in regard to their child's 
behavior. When ; receive a report 
from the school that a child is un- 
manageable, and the home states 
there are no problems; I usually 
find things are not kosher. In most 
cases the parents are in denial 

These parents have lost control, 
but do not want to face this reality. 
If a parent doesn’t say no and will 
not set limits, there are no confron- 
tations. The child has nothing to 
rebel against. The parents evaluate 


this condition as no problem at 
home. In many of these cases the 
children are swearing, defying, and 
being irresponsible while parents 
look the other way. Many parents 
had tried in the past to bein control, 
but failed. It became much easier 
and more comfortable to deny it 
existed. These conditions give the 
child the false impression he is in 
command. Others must conform to 
his wishes and needs. This, of 
course, is short lived when they 
confront the outside world. There 
are times when children are truly 
good at home while being bad at 
school. This is another story for 
another time. 

A great injustice is done to child 
when you allow him to believe his 
inappropriate behaviors are accept- 
able. This is when children become 
hurt and confused. After all, they 
found acceptance at home for being 
what they are. However, outside 
the home they will only find rejec- 
tion and scorn for the same behav- 
ior. We must prepare our children 
to be acceptable human beings. It 
all starts with simple teaching and 
enforcing all the acceptable every- 
day behaviors. Knowing how to dis- 
cipline makes success possible. 

Aconcerned parent submitted to 
me the following question in regard 
to disciplining. “Would you please 
give me five good consequences for 
children 7-10.” I find that taking 
away tv, computers, Nintendo, go- 
ing to bed early, restricting outside 
play, and not allowing friends to 
come over can all be effective if the 
loss is meaningful enough to the 
child. I'm sure all of these deter- 
rents have been tried and many 
times failed. The secret is how the 
punishments are presented and 
enforced. 

First you must be sure the pun- 
ishment fits the crime and that it’s 
not your frustration that makes it a 


crime. Too often punishments are 
given for too long a period. Ex- 
ample: “If you don’t listen to me, 
you will be grounded for a week.” 
The child makes a derogatory re- 
mark, “Now you're grounded for a 
month.” When it reaches such ex- 
tremes you have taken away too 
much too soon. The child could feel 
he has lost it all, why conform now? 
Punishing in small periods of time 
is much more effective. If youstate 
that tv, or what ever will be taken 
away for one hour for defiance you 
still have the rest of the night to 
keep adding small punishments. 
Rather than blowing all your lever- 
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age on a one-week’s grounding, 
you take away one day at a time: 
You now have six more days fo 
enforce your demands. As a rule} 
the child's behavior will conform 
after the second or third daily loss, 
However, you must be consistent to 
establish your determination and 
credibility. Too many parents are 
too quick to over punish and at 
times find it impossible .o enforce. 

When you lose control of your 
children, you also lose their re- 
spect. P

this issue until I hear from some

nurse and a part-time nurse; one 
library/media specialist; one 
sixth grade teacher; and one fdr- 
eign language teacher. 

A new guidance counselor is 
hoped for at the West 
Intermediate School, and one 
Head Teacher is needed at the 
Boutwell School. 

The budget makes a request 
for one speech pathologist for the 
field of Special Education. 

A general Music teacher is 
needed on the Elementary level. 

“Adoption of the recommended 
budget will enable us to improve 
the class-size ratio,” O'Donnell 
told the committee. “All Grade 
One classrooms at the Shawsheen 
and Woburn Street Schools will 
have class-size ratios of 20 stu- 
dents to one teacher. In grades 
two through five, the student-to- 
teacher ratio will be 24 to one. It 
makes me really happy to say 
this.” 

* New Programs. The pro- 
posed budget asks for substantial 
funding for the adoption and 
replacement of textbooks at the 
Elementary schools. Requests 
have also been made for three 
new buses to add to the current 
fleet, funds for a one-time-only 
purchase of supplies for the 
Wilmington Middle School, and 
monies to create a new pre-school 
PDD/Autistic program and 
Special Education Bridge pro- 
gram. The budget also recom- 
mends that some money be taken 
from the Extended Day program 
and used to purchase furniture 
and other accessories for school 
libraries. 

“Special Education costs are 
up 20% this year,” Jackson noted 
during his budget presentation to 
the committee in the high school 
library. “In three years SPED 
expenses have risen 68%. We can 
never make effective use of our 
programs unless we get outside 
assistance to help get this situa- 
tion under control. This is a run- 
away train, the tail wagging the 
dog.” 

Now that the proposed budget 
has been formally presented 
before the School Committee, a 
few more steps lie ahead. 

On February 23 the Committee 
will vote on the Bottom Line 
Budget and the recommended 
new initiatives. If necessary, the ; 
Committee will complete its vote 
on the initiatives on March 1 if 
the issue carries over. 

On March 2 the School 
Committee will present its budget ! 
to the Finance Committee, taking 
the total of the requested funds a ‘ 
level closer to the vote it will face 
at the Town Meeting in April.

her mouth. An ambulance was 
called and she was carried off in 
a stretcher and headed to Holy 
Family Hospital of Methuen. 

"At the time I didn't know 
what happened,” she said. "I 
had never been in pain before. 
Usually when I gor hit I would 
fall down and get right back up. 

"When it happened I didn't 
know what to think. I was more 
concerned for us winning. We 
had such a positive outlook to 
that game 

"[ thought I might've hurt my 
ankle real bad, but I was in 
pretty bad pain that Idon't know 


had broken it." 

O'Brien had broken both her 
Tibula and Fibula bones in her 
right leg. She hasn't touched a 
soccer ball since, nor has she 
been able to leap a hurdle on the 
track. As a junior she was one 
of the top hurdlers in the MVC, 
as well as the state, while she 
took 12th in the all-states. 

As she was being carried off, 
several of her teammates stood 
crying and it took them a long 
time to get a hold of themselves. 
Melinda Monaco, who is 
Racheal's teammate in soccer 
and spring and winter track, 
said she too won't forget that 
night. 

"That was a bad, bad, bad, 
horrible night," said Monaco, 
who is also a hurdler. "That 
stunned me for the rest of the 
season. It ruined my season 
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and the team's. It wasn't 
Racheal's fault, but it definitely 
put a damper on the season. 

"For me, I no longer had 
someone to hang out with, to 
stretch with at the games, to 
run around with on the field. It 
made (the team] fight harder to 
be better. But it wasn't the 
same without her on the field." 

One of her closest friends and 
another three-sport teammate, 
Kerry Jenkins, watched from 
the sidelines as O'Brien was 
being carried off. 

"Lwas on the field with her," 
she said. "She was onthe ground 
and she was practically going 
into convulsions, she was 
screaming so loud. Racheal's 
so tough and none of us had ever 
seen her scream before, or seen 
her get hurt before. She would 
always brush it off.

The next day O'Brien had 
surgery. The doctors inserted a 
medal rod into her leg, placing 
three screws to line up her bro- 
ken bones. That surgery took 
three hours, She spent the next 
two days in the hospital, and 
that followed with a few more 
days in bed as she couldn't move. 

"I went into a slump for a 
while," she said. "But a lot of 


coaches kept calling and they 
kept telling me that it was an 
awful thing but I couldn't let it 
drag me down. I was really de- 
pressed for about two weeks." 

Jenkins. echoed those com- 
ments about O'Brien's depres- 
sion stage 

"At first she didn't care about 
anything," said Jenkins. "She 
vanted coaches to come out and 
recruit her - soccer is her thing. 
But when it happened she didn't 
care about anything. She wasn't 
tacheal - she wasn't all happy 
and jumpy. I would ask her if 
she was going to come back for 
track and she'd said no that she 
didn't care about anything 

"But as time went on she 
started to get in the swing of 
things. She got through it and 
now she's handling it very well." 

O'Brien said once she real- 
ized that nothing could be done 
with f rown on her face is when 
she popped out of it 

"At the hospital everyone 
came to see me, even people I 
didn't know or talk too came to 
show sympathy," said O'Brien 
"That was sucha good feeling to 
know that I touch so many 
people. That they do care. My 
Mom was awesome too. 

"I then started to take a posi- 
tive outlook with it. I figured if 
anyone were to break their leg I 
could handle it, But it was hard 


from being so active too not 
doing anything. Sports is a big 


how to describe. I didn't thinkI f/f 


part of my life. Being a captain 
is a big honor. 

"At first I thought the only 
way of being a good captain was 
running around on the field. But 
there's so many aspects of it. 
Once I started going to the soc- 
cer games and the track meets 
I started feeling a lot better. 
I'm the captain and I should be 
there." 

O'Brien was on crutches for 
a while and late in October she 
started going to physical 
therapy. That started with three 
sessions a week, and now the 
last few weeks has gone downto 
two sessions and now one. But 
later next month, she'll have 
her second surgery as the three 
screws will be taken out. 

"There's two screws above 
my ankle and once they get 
taken out my leg will feel a lot 
better and I'll be able to run 
better 

"Those two screws are the 
width of my leg so when I show 
them to people now they think 
my leg is still swollen, but it's 
not. It's just the screws." 

About a month ago, O'Brien 
was first seen lightly stretching 
and jogging with the rest of her 
track teammates. 

"At first when I started it hurt 
e I couldn't lunge for- 
aid. "It's good riding 
‘ause I'm not putting 
pressure on my leg, I'm build- 
ing up muscle 

I ar at this time, O'Brien 
was a key figure in the team's 
undefeated MVC season as she 
was part of the undefeated 4x400 
relay team, as well as the 4x800 
team which broke a school 
record. She also was an out- 
standing hurdler, arguably the 
best in the conference. 

This past Friday night, the 
track team went to the Reggie 
Lewis Center in Roxbury to par- 
ticipate in the state meet. 
O'Brien was there, stretching, 
jogging a bit and watching the 
events. When Laura Petros 
became the Class C 300-meter 
champion, it was O'Brien who 


was there to congratulate her. 
When the 4x200 team of Petros, 
Andrea Toland, Carolyn Hannus 
and Jenna Vannah became the 
Class C State Champions, once 
again O'Brien was the first to 
greet and congratulate each and 
every one of them. 

"It was hard," she said of 
being a spectator. "All of the 
excitement. To see Laura win 
the 300, and to see the 4x200 
team and everyone else do so 
well was just awesome. I kept 
telling myself not to think of the 
negative [while I was there] to 
think positive, to cheer on the 
team and to be there for them. 

"I don't know that if l-was 
able to run if I would have been 
that small difference [to put the 
team over the edge as state 
champions], but I was able to 
deal with it. It was pretty hard 
because the team was so pumped 
up to win and I wasn't going to 


be a part of it. But I was a part 
of it." 

From mow until the end of 
March, O'Brien will continue 
her studies at school, continue 
to walk around the halls of 
Tewksbury High with her ever 
lasting smile on her face, and 
she'll continue to work at the 
nursing home that she does two 
days a week. Then she'll have 
her second surgery followed by 
another few weeks of rest and 
therapy, andthenshe'llbeready 
to go. 

"Oh I'll be back," she said 
about the spring track season. 
"I'm not doubting that for a 
second. Hopefully I'll make 
states. But I'll make an appear- 
ance, I don't want my entire 
senior year wiped out. 

"I'll be ready. I don't think 
you can hold down a person who 
has been out for as long as I 
have. I'll be getting back there 
but you'll probably be seeing 
me in different events. 

"I was told that I'd probably 
never be able to do the hurdles 
again because of the pressure, 
but you never know what can 
happen."

After starting the season at 3-7, 
the Shawsheen Tech girl's basket- 
ball team looked to simply weather 
a‘rebuilding year.

‘They responded to that loss by 
pounding Essex Regional 67-23 and 
then pummeling Greater Lawrence 
69-36 last Friday. That victory set 
up the rematch with Lynn Tech 
that would make or break both 


team’s seasons. Lynn Tech needed 
the victory to clinch a tie for the 
Commonwealth Conference, and 
Shawsheen needed the upset to 
qualify for post-season play 

Coach Ritchie installed a game 
plan specifically to combat Lynn 
Tech's box-in-one defense against 
his talented freshman guard and 
Wilmington native, Kristen Porfido, 
They ran her outside through pick 
after pick in hopes of getting her 
good scoring chances and drawing 
attention away from his other tal- 
ented freshman, and also a Wilm- 
ington native, Ashley Morgado. 

The plan worked to perfection. 
Porfido hit for 15 in the first half 
and finished with 20 for the game. 
When Lynn Tech adjusted at the 
half, Morgado stepped up, ending 
up with 16, Lynn Tech was finished 
47-42, 

Ritchie said of his frosh starters, 
“They could be superstars. Older 
kids look to them. When older kids 
listen to them, that says something 
about them.” 

The coach thinks this is the best 
group of kids he has ever coached. 
They may have talented freshman, 
but the leadership of the veterans 
keeps the team together, on and off 
the court

“It’s them maturing,” said 
Ritchie.

With Shawsheen’s rookies be- 
coming pressure-tested veterans 
this week, it may be the team that 
draws them in the tournament that 
has second thoughts about showing 
up.

'We 
also have eight other nonessen 
tial lines, such as a FAX line, 
that we can use if we need to 
Basically, this program is a 
database of phone num Not 
only can we have Reve 91 
call people in a certain area, we 
can also enter in specific num.

According to McAuliffe, there 
was never a question as to her 
playing for North Reading High 
School 

“We've played together, most 
of us, since we were Mites,” 
McAuliffe said. “It wasn't even a 
decision, we've always played 
together. Why wouldn't I (be on 
the high school team).” 

McAuliffe plays in Peabody 
with the North Shore Vipers a 
member of a women’s ice hock- 
ey club league. She notes many 
differences in the style of play. 

“Boys are a lot more physi- 
cal,” she said. “Checking is not 
allowed in girl's leagues.” 

McAuliffe also noted, “Boys 
have more of a team effort.” 

She explained that the women 
on girl's hockey teams tend to 
keep the puck longer. If that 
were the case on a boy's team 
the player would soon be 
checked or become a target 

Although McAuliffe was 
seven years old when she start- 
ed playing hockey, she started 
out as a figure skater. She noted 
that her parents left the choice 
of sport completely up to her. 

“I like the thrill of being on 
the ice,” McAuliffe said. 

She also admitted that the 
thrill transfers to whatever play- 
ing field she is on during the dif- 
ferent seasons. McAuliffe also 
plays soccer and softball for 
North Reading and is a golfer. 

Following in the spirit of 
Championship Amateur Female 
Golfer of the Century Ann Marie 
Tobin, who started at the 
Thompson Country Club in 
North Reading, McAuliffe also 
said that playing with boys has 
developed her on ice skills. 

“Because I'm playing with 
boys,” McAuliffe said, “it makes 
me a stronger and better hockey 
player.” 

She is not the first female on 
the North Reading boy’s team, 
nor will she be the last. 
McAuliffe was preceded by Liz 
Neily from the Class of 1992, 
who went on to play at the 
University of New hampshire.

“Smart Snacks” nutrition 
program for nursing moms 


When a bagel with light 
cream cheese and a glass of 
juice showed up at Lisa 
Hampton's hospital bed a mere 
two hours after breakfast, the 
new mother couldn’t have been 
more surprised. Hampton, 
relaxing in her bed a Hallmark 
Health's Melrose-Wakefield 
Campus after giving birth to her 
second child, was among the 
first mothers to benefit from the 
hospitals’ new Smart Snacks 
program. 

The goals of the Smart 
Snacks program is to increase 


~) awareness about the importance 


of nutrition for nursing mothers. 
New mothers invariably have a 
thousand things on their mind 
during the first few weeks of 
their baby’s life, and personal 
nutrition often comes last. But 
for nursing mothers, especially, 
proper nutrition is key. 

Dietary guidelines prescribe 
200-400 extra calories a day for 
nursing mothers, a recommen- 
dation based on the number of 
calories consumed by a new- 
born. To accustom new mothers 
to a balanced diet, the Smart 
Snacks program provides all 
breastfeeding mothers at 
Hallmark Health with three 
healthy snacks a day during 
their hospital stay. 

New Mothers receive snacks 
at 10 am, 2 pm and 8 pm. Each 
snack is chosen for its nutrition- 
al content and includes fluids, 
such as fruit juice or low-fat 
milk. A typical snack might con- 


sist of graham crackers and ° 
peanut butter, or even a bakery 
item as a special treat. 

"Part of our goal is to provide 
as much support as busy new 
mothers need,” says Irene 
Sedlacko, M. Ed, RD, clinical 
nutrition manager. “We try to 
help them manage snacking 
healthily and fit into a schedule 
that includes caring for a new 
born and possibly other children 
as well. We want to encourage 
mothers to develop good nutri- 
tional habits from the first day 
after they deliver, so they can 
continue it at home.” 

In addition to the healthy 
snacks, breastfeeding patients 
receive packets of breast-feed- 
ing information, including nutri- 
tional information and a lacta- 
tion diary. The diary, in which 
mothers record their baby's 
feeding times, “provides a good 
tool for both parents and pedia- 
tricians,” according to Susan 
Dennett, RNC, CPCE, IBCLC; 
the clinical coordinator/coun- 
selor of the Lactation Program 
at Hallmark Health Maternity 
Services. “It helps new mothers 
familiarize themselves wit) 
their babies’ feeding patterns. 
They can see if the baby is eat- 
ing the right amount and eating 
often enough and can help alert 
them to possible medical prob- 
lems.”
